now*, with the Mississippi flood dis­ 
aster as the lever making them pos­ 
sible. 
Once more he has taken up a sen­ 
tinel post in the congressional gal­ 
leries a t Washington, believing that 
the seventieth congress will let water­ 
way development r de 
along 
with | 
flood control measures. 
From his 
gallery seat at previous sessions he 
has watched waterway legislation go 
down to defeat or never materialize 
on the floor. 
In 1911 Smith retired 
from 
his 
hardware busine* and since then Las 
devoted all his time to waterway pro-j 
motion. 
Comfortably 
wealthy, 
he 1 
has never received a 
salary 
and 
wants no return hut the satisfaction 
of seeing the project completed. Out 
of his own pocket he pays his ex­ 
penses as president of the Mississippi 
association, which run to more than 
$10,q0o annually. 
As a hardware 
salesman 
Smith 
traveled up and down the rivers of the 
Mississippi basin and a quarter of a 
century ago he was a strenuous advo­ 
cate of waterway development, while 
others scoffed as the railroads boom­ 
ed.

The lower court held that he had no 
cause of action, 
and 
in a decision 
upon appeal, Chief Justice Charles A. 
O’Neill of the state supreme court con­ 
firms the opinion and voices opposition 
to "reducing a woman’s affections to a 
column of figures.” 
Marriage is considered only as a 
civil contract in Louisiana, and the 
law' does not authorize infliction of 
punitive damages in civil cases. 
In 
the 200 years since Bienville founded 
the city of New Orleans and the prov­ 
ince of Louisiana, the Moulin suit is 
the first of its sort in state courts. 
“A law that would allow the hus­ 
band compensation in money for such 
a wrong would be revolting to the ma- | 
jority of men,” Justice O’Neill says, j 
“and might tend more to encourage 
blackmail than to protect the home.”
